Clover is sown.'-'as-a-.rule.'cSly. in the 


spring, whether with some grain crop, 
the cultivated grasses or as a er.op/by 
itself. A practice common in the North-' 
ern States is to sow clover on late snows 
in March or April.

Tho analysis of red clover indicates 


what manures will increase its growth. 
It. contains frpm thirty-two to tliirty- 
i'our per cent, of lime and about tho 
same per cent, of potash, -with nine .to 
ten percent, of phosphoric-acid, mag- 
nesia, etc.. As. lime enters so-largely 
into«its composition, lands .'deficient in 
this respect require generous • applica- 
tions of" lime." Deficient soils 'are "also 
benefited by gypsura (sulphate of lime), 
the phosphates and wood-ashes. Com- 
mon stable manure, "containing as it 
does all the elementsbf a good fertilizer, 
s also suitable as 'a top-dressing for any 
pasture or meadow.
